verities of religion. It is not a time 
to doubt that God is in the world, rul- 
ing the nations, and preparing them 
for the acceptance of a religion whose 
foundations were laid once and for all 
time.

Washington, Nov. 23.—Admiral Dew- 


ey has made the following statement 
regarding his transfer of the nation'* 
gift to his wife and then to his son, 
George ,,ood\yin Dewey; 


"Wlun I made o\er the house to my 


wljfe I thought I was doing- the most 
graciouii act that an American gen- 
tleman could do. 
I thought the peo- 


ple had given me this house for me to 
dispose of an I chose. It seems that I 
was mistaken. I would never have sold 
It, nor given It, nor willed It, nor dis- 
posed of It In any maner whatsoever 
outside of my own family. But I did 
believe I had the right to give tt to 
my wife or my son if I chose to do so. 


"ft pains me very deeply to feel that 


I am compelled to lay open the secrets 
of my domestic life; but in view of the 
Insults which I have received at the 
hands of writers of letters which have 
been published, I feel Justified in some- 
what overstepping the bounds of pro- 
priety and saying that Mrs. Dewey" un- 
derstood better than I did the feelings 
of the people and at first declined to 
permit the house to be transferred to 
her. 


"She did consent only after an ar- 


rangement had been effected whereby 
not only the house, which was the gift 
to me from the American people, but 
her entire fortune, which as you are 
aware, is considerable, was* ultimately 
to go to my son George. Thus he had 
absolutely nothing to lose by my con- 
veying my house to my wife, but on the 
contrary was a great gainer thereby. 


"The relations between my son and 


myself have always been 
the most 


kindly, and between Mrs. Dewey and 
my !>on thp most pleasant. She thinks 
a groat denl of htm and he of her, and 
he was to be her heir as well as mine. 
This arrangement Is not in the least af- 
fected by the clamor which has arisen 
within the last two days nor by the 
fact that Mrs. Dewey will transfer to 
my son this house, 


"I would never have believed It pos- 


sible," Admiral Dewey continued, with 
tears in his eyes, "that the American 
people, who made surh a. hero of me 
two months ago, ctfuld have in this 
brief period turned upon me as to fill 
columns of the papers with the worst 
sort of abuse. 
When I landed in "New 


York I was told that I was the hero, 
the idol of the nation. J was told that 
nothing was too gfood for me; 
that 


anything that I could ask waa mine. 
I nsked no Idolatry; I asked no ap- 
plause, T had merely done my duty and 
was ready to do It again. But I did ask 
one thing, which was to be let alone, to 
Conduct my personal and domestic af- 
fairs as I saw fit, und tills one simple 
privilege which 
T askpd 
from 
the 


American people has been denied me. 


"Where I was a hero two months 


apo T am now reduced to such a posi- 
tion that certain people cannot say 
Ih In era inn villalnnij«. 
inn seiirrl"n"S 


about me, and no one defends me. If 
I was so much ot a hero then, and the 
American people thought well enough 
of me to give me this house, why do 
not some of those people defend me 
now? If I had known how much trou- 
ble, 
how much abuse, was to come up- 


on me as the result of accepting this 
house I would never have taken it at 
the hands of the American people. 


"When I sailed into Manila Bay, over 


dangerous ground, \\ith death and even 
worse in front of me, I little thought 
that in such a brief period of time af- 
ter I returned to my native land the 
American people would countenance 
such monstrous attacks upon me be- 
cause T was doing what I considered 
to be the most gracious thing I could 
do, to present my home to my bride 


"I do not intend to arraign the en- 


tire American people for the acts of a 
few. 
But I am hurt. I am cut to the 


quick I never have felt so badly in all 
rnv life. I want the American people to 
know 1*. I want them to know that if 
I could J would return to the contribu- 
tors to the fund the house purchased 
with it. 
"J would~hever in tne world have ac- 


cepted it if I had known what it would 
cost me. If I should feel to-morrow as 
I feel to-day, I would cut it all, throw 
up everything, go on the retired list 
and go abroad. In fact, I feel so dis- 
cJuraged, so worn out that I scarcely 
know what I will do. I hardly feel like 
Hying in a oountry where I can be at- 
tacked In so outrageous a manner with- 
out beinar defended by any one. 


"But," snid the Admiral, pointing to 


a 1oc.il newspaper containing a number 
of letters abusing him, ';«'hen I think 
that In all probability the writers of 
these letters were the very ones who 
two months ago were professing the 
greatest admiration and love for me 
and are now trying to rend me and my 
domestic happiness to pieces it dlsgusti 
me with the whole affair. 
And if it 


were not for my Country, I would wish 
that I had never fought the battle of 
Manila, aa I now wjteh I had never tak- 
?n. thi» house.. 
"When 1 accepted 
this house I 


thought It was a gift. I did not know 
that the people- who contributed the 
money to buy It gave it to me with a 
string tied to it or I never should have 
taken It. I never would accept anything 
with a string tied to it. I never have 
and I never will."

Breaking of a Boom CauMC Wide* 


anread Destruction. 


"f!rrtn<l Forks. B. f . Nov. 23.—By th« 
breaking of a boom across the north 
fnrk 'of KetUe River, two miles above 
Grand Porks, a million and a half of 
saw-log* have floated away. The maw 
of grinding timbers, rwept down the 
stream, which ln"fcwcillen'by the rectnt 
rain*, carrying .destruction in ita path.
